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999 crews hit 
target times 


AMBULANCE crews reach¬ 
ed 75 per cent of victims of 
life-threatening conditions 
within eight minutes, 
according to a new report. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
also hit its 19-minute target for 
“serious” - but not life- 
threatening - calls, its annual 
report for 2009-10 said. 

At the service’s annual public 
meeting, trust chairwoman 
Maria Ball praised paramedics 
who responded to more than 


668,000 emergency calls in the 
past financial year. 

She said: “The organisation 
emerged as one of the best 
performing ambulance services 
in the country, achieving the 
Government’s main target of 
responding to 75 per cent of life- 
threatened patients within eight 
minutes. 

“This is thanks to our staff who 
have been magnificent during 
the past year, faced with the 
constantly increasing demand on 
the 999 service and the challeng¬ 
es thrown at us by Mother 


Nature, especially in the form of 
last winter’s snow. 

“Once again we saw the 
dedication of our staff as many 
went the extra mile in these 
difficult conditions so patients 
continued to get the service they 
needed.” 

She said the service reached 
15,000 more patients within the 
target time than in the previous 
year. 

The trust’s Patient Transport 
Service, run mainly by 
volunteers, did more than a 
million patient journeys. 


A14 and 
All close 
at night for 
sign works 

OVERNIGHT clos¬ 
ures of the A14 and 
All will take place 
throughout August. 

The series of 
shutdowns in the 
Newmarket and 
Bury St Edmunds 
area will begin on 
Monday to allow the 
installation of over¬ 
head electronic 
message boards. 

The work is part 
of a £70 million 
project to cut traffic 
jams. 

It is hoped the 
technology will red¬ 
uce the number of 
rear-end shunts, 
provide drivers with 
strategic diversion¬ 
ary information and 
improve the resp¬ 
onse to incidents by 
the emergency serv¬ 
ices. 

The work is being 
done in stages along 
the A14 between 
junction 35 at Stow- 
cum-Quy and Six 
Mile Bottom on the 
All, just east of Bury 
St Edmunds. 

The closures will 
take place overnight, 
between 9pm-6am. 
Diversion routes will 
be in place during 
the closures. 

A total of 72 signs 
will be installed 
along the entire 
length of the road 
from its start at the 
Ml Catthorpe junc¬ 
tion through to the 
Port of Felixstowe. 

The scheme is 
due to be completed 
later this year.

He has issued a 
statement after 
racing industry

A special district 
council meeting, 
held in private on

Afterwards a 
district council 
spokeswoman said 
that councillors 
“noted” the report 
and approved 
“actions proposed” 
- but she was 
unable to explain 
what action was 
proposed. 

The town council 
is asking to be kept 
informed of dev¬ 
elopments - despite 
a letter from Mr 
Burnip in which he 
said the issue did 
not concern town 
councillors. 

Lord Derby has 
repeated a previous 
offer to give more 
than £1 million 


towards safety 
improvements 
which would bene¬ 
fit race horses. 

It includes a 
bridge or an under¬ 
pass so that horses 
can safely cross 
busy Fordham 
Road. He has said 
he may fully fund 
the scheme as well 
as traffic lights at

“Many millions of

Newmarket will be 
withdrawn, although the 
villages of Moulton, 
Gazeley and Dalham will 
continue to be served by 
other routes. 

Some villages will be 
provided with a “Suffolk 
Links” service to New¬ 
market. 

The new “Suffolk Links” 
service will provide 
flexible travel oppor¬ 
tunities covering a 12- 
hour period, between 
7am to 7pm on Mondays 
to Saturdays, and prices 
will be similar to bus 
fares.

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MP takes a 
walk on the 
wild side at 
Devil’s Dyke 

AN MP has walked along an ancient 
earthwork to view some of the wildlife. 

Jim Paice, MP for South-East 
Cambridgeshire, visited the Devil’s Dyke - 
also known as the Devil’s Ditch - with Brian 
Eversham, chief executive of the local 
Wildlife Trust. 

The trust works with local landowners to 
help conserve wildlife on the Dyke - which 
extends for eight miles between 
Woodditton and Reach crossing Newmarket 
Heath. 

Mr Eversham said: “On our walk along 
Devil’s Dyke we found some amazing 
wildlife including clouds of Chalkhill Blue 
butterflies and a wide range of plants such 
as rock-rose, horseshoe-vetch, salad 
burnet and squinancywort. 

“These precious fragments of nature are 
perfect reservoirs of wildlife from which the 
surrounding countryside can be ‘topped up’ 
with scarce species. It’s a real tribute to 
the hard work of local farmers who manage 
Devil’s Dyke with the help and support of 
the Wildlife Trust.” 

Mr Paice said: “We asked for the views 
of people from right across the country on 
how we should shape the nature of 
England, so it was a particularly good time 
to meet the local Wildlife Trust and hear 


their views on how to protect our wildlife 
and their habitats, and how they’re 
encouraging people to take care of their 
local environment, which is what the Big 
Society is all about.” 

The Wildlife Trust has more than 2,000 
members in South East Cambridgeshire, 
eight nature reserves and volunteer groups 


for adults and young people in Ely. 

Staff and their families from Newmarket 
outfitters Golding will be walking the length 
of the Dyke on Sunday with the aim of 
raising £1,000 for East Anglia’s Children’s 
Hospices. 

A total of 18 people will be taking part in 
the walk. 


High Street shop Golding’s and its parent 
company Coe’s has already raised £14,000 
towards a target of £20,000 for the 
hospices. 

The main group of 14 people will leave 
Woodditton at around 12.30pm and will be 
joined by a further seven people at 
Newmarket to complete the walk to Reach. 


‘Town had a 
chance for 
Heritage bid’ 

A DECISION to drop a bid for 
World Heritage Site status for 
Newmarket may have been 
premature. 

Newmarket town councillor 
Richard Fletcher said it was 
“unfortunate” that the bid, 
focussing on the town’s 
horseracing history, did not 
go ahead. 

It was dropped earlier this 
year after fears about the 
possible cost of pursuing an 
attempt to win international 
recognition from UNESCO, 
the United Nations 
organisation which grants 
World Heritage Site status. 

Cllr Fletcher, a member of 
the group which was looking 
at a possible bid, told a town 
council meeting that neither 
Forest Heath District Council 
nor Suffolk County Council 
had been willing to support 
Newmarket’s bid. 

Now a “tentative list” of 38 
potential new sites across the 
country has gone for 
Government consideration. 

They include Blackpool, 
Colchester, Lincoln, Chatham 
Dockyard, the Norfolk Broads 
and the former RAF and US 
Air Force airfield at Upper 
Heyford, Oxfordshire. 

Cllr Fletcher said: “I believe 
Newmarket would have had 
as much chance as many of 
those on the list and more 
chance than a lot of them.” 


Police pledge after 
rise in drink driving 


POLICE have pledged to get 
tough on drink drivers after 
latest statistics showed a slight 
increase in offences. 

The results of Suffolk Police’s summer 
Drink and Drug Drive enforcement 
campaign, a month-long initiative in 
lune, show an increase of 0.2 per cent, 
when compared to the figures from the 
same time in 2009. 

The campaign, which began on lune 
1, saw officers across Suffolk conduct 
711 breath tests. Of those tests 61 were 
positive (8.6 per cent). 

This compares to the results from 
lune 2009 where officers conducted 919 
breath tests - 77 (8.4 per cent) of which 
were positive. 

Of the 711 tests that were recorded, 
199 were conducted on those aged 25

years and under - 24 were positive, the 
equivalent of 12 per cent. A total of 512 
were conducted on those over 25 - 37 
were positive (7.2 per cent). 

Furthermore, 266 tests were routine 
breath tests conducted on each party 
involved in road traffic collisions, with 
17 drivers over the limit (6.4 per cent). 

Chief Inspector Adrian Dawson said: 
“It may only be a small increase in 
relation to last year but it is an increase 
nonetheless and it is always disapp¬ 
ointing to see. Nearly nine per cent of 
people we have stopped have failed to 
act with consideration or acknowledge 
the greatly increased risks they face by 
drink driving. 


“Those offending need to realise that 
they not just putting themselves at risk 
but other innocent road users as well. 
This is a very serious issue and can have 
severe consequences. 

“Anybody convicted of drink driving 
will have a criminal record and could 
receive a prison sentence of up to 10 
years. 

“They could be banned from driving, 
fined heavily and even lose their jobs, 
not to mention the possible loss of life. 

“We want everyone to know that 
Suffolk Police will not tolerate drink or 
drug driving and we will continue to 
carry out checks throughout the year.” 

Anyone who suspects someone of 
drink driving is asked to report them 
immediately to the police or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.

Although he suffered a brain 
injury - similar to “shaken baby 
syndrome” - he did not have a skull 
fracture and, apart from not 
remembering what happened, has 


recovered. Now Glenn, of Hundred 
Acre Way, Red Lodge, a prop 
forward, is training for the new 
season and is looking forward to 
making use of VIP tickets for 
Barbarians matches at Twickenham, 
which he was also given together 
with the signed shirt. 

“I was well chuffed to get the shirt 
and the tickets,” he said. 

His mum Charmaine Bannister, a 


nurse at Newmarket hospital, said: 

“It was very worrying at the time. 

But the treatment he had from the air 
ambulance and Addenbrooke’s was 
brilliant. The club has been really 
good and Dave Phillips, of the Rugby 
Union’s injured players’ fund 
arranged for the shirt and the tickets 
which Glenn really appreciated.”

A TEACHER is planning to 
set up her own secondary 
school - and is asking 
residents for their views. 

Hannah Totman, 31, who lives 
in Kentford, believes the Ely area 
is the “ideal” place for a new 
secondary Tree school’. 

After months of research, the 
mother-of-one, who has lived in 
the area for 25 years, is planning 
an application to the Depart¬ 
ment for Education and Skills 
(DFES) to set one up. 

But before that, she wants to 
hear the thoughts of parents. 

Mrs Totman, who has been 
teaching across the region for 10 
years, is now in discussions with 
education bosses at Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council (CCC). 

She says among the options 
are building a brand new school, 
taking over an existing one, or 
making the proposed new school 
for Littleport a Tree school’. 

Mrs Totman said: “Ever since I 
was young I have wanted to run 
my own school. 

“Education is something I am 
so passionate about and I want 
to make a difference to children’s 
learning experiences. 

“When the new coalition 
Government said Tree schools’ 
were something they would be 
supporting my brain just clicked. 

“I see this as my opportunity to

not only fulfil my dream but also 
make a big difference to 
education in East Cambridge¬ 
shire.” 

‘Free schools’ created under 
the scheme are independent 
from state control but funded by 
the taxpayer and are non fee- 
paying. 

The main focus is on per¬ 
mitting children’s and parents’ 
individual initiatives instead of 
following strict guidelines and 
syllabuses. 

Mrs Totman believes a ‘free 
school’ is needed in the Ely area. 

The Cambridge University 
graduate and former Soham 
Village College student now 
wants to hear people’s views 
before putting together a formal 


application to the DFES. 

If the DFES is impressed with 
the application, it could be given 
the go-ahead without permission 
from local authorities. 

Mrs Totman, who is married to 
Richard and has a young 
daughter Eve, said: “The 
advantages with a Tree school’ 
are endless. 

“The main one is that parents 
get more of a say in how their 
children are taught and what 
they are taught, enabling 
children to flourish in whatever it 
is they are talented in.” 

If Mrs Totman’s campaign is a 
success, the new school could be 
up and running by 2012. 

She is now appealing to those 
who would be interested in 
joining her campaign or those 
with certain views to write to Mrs 
Hannah Totman, Ely Free School, 
Cambridge House, Lanwades 
Business Park, Kentford, 
Newmarket, Suffolk, CB8 7PP.

Time limit refusal 
holds up factory plan 

A FACTORY scheme remains on hold 
after councillors refused to extend the 
time limit of the original planning 
permission. 

Work on the factory was halted three 
years ago when residents complained 
that roadside trees and bushes were 
being bulldozed at the site - breaching 
the terms of the original permission 
granted in 2005. 

Then the council said no work should 
start on the factory until a landscaping 
scheme was agreed - and so far no 
such scheme has been. 

Cl Industries, which owns the land, off 
Oaks Drive, but backing onto Studlands 
Park Avenue, Newmarket, has tried to 
keep the original permission alive by 
applying for an extension of the five- 
year time limit - which expired in June. 
But members of Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee have 
refused the application. 

The committee was told that the 
council served a temporary stop notice 
on further unauthorised work on the 
site which was seen by the council’s 
enforcement officer in June. 

People living near the site say their 
homes will be overshadowed by the 
massive new factory. The intended use 
of the factory has not been revealed 
although residents have said they 
understand that it will be a packaging 
company which will operate 24-hour 
shifts. 

The council has refused permission on 
the grounds that the loss of the “mature 
landscaping”, which was removed 
three years ago, make it unacceptable 
and the developer has failed to show 
that suitable landscaping can be 
planted to reduce the effect on nearby 
houses.

which had been changed, after a 
previous planning application was 
rejected last year. 

But councillors did not agree and 
have said they are “minded” to 
refuse permission again. 

The scheme, proposed by Flag¬ 
ship Housing, has been opposed by 
residents and Newmarket Town 
Council. 

More than 130 people signed a 
letter objecting to the plans on the 
grounds the new bungalows would 
increase traffic and add to parking 
problems on an estate where there 


was already a shortage of parking 
spaces. 

Objectors also complained the 
access road to the bungalows was 
too narrow. 

Flagship proposed to demolish 41 
garages to make way for four 
bungalows. 

There would be 15 parking spaces 
for the bungalows and an additional 
16 for general use. 

The council’s strategic housing 
manager argued the scheme was 
important to provide accomm¬ 
odation for “specific clients 
identified with adult care services as 
part of the Government’s resettle¬ 
ment agenda for which specific 
funding has been identified until 


March 2011.” 

The manager added, in a report to 
councillors, that it was unlikely that 
such a suitable site and funding 
would come together again in the 
current economic climate. 

District council planner Dave 
Beighton said the fact that the 
scheme was proposing affordable 
housing to meet local need weighed 
in favour of the scheme. 

A survey of the garages showed 
eight were empty, four were rented 
by people who lived more than 10 
minutes walk away, three were 
rented by the same person and three 
were used for storage rather than 
parking a vehicle.

P ULLING her 
little daughter 
onto her lap for 
a cuddle, Suzanne 
Hurst can’t help 
smiling. 

She and Esme, 2, have 
just finished baking a 
chocolate cake together; 
it’s clear Suzanne loves 
being a mum. 

“I am the happiest I’ve 
ever been,” admits the 
mother-of-three, stroking 
her daughter’s bright 
blonde hair. “For the first 
time in a long time, I feel 
positive about the future. I 
feel like I’ve got my 
passion back; I’ve got 
myself back, in 
fact...” 

Sitting on a nearby 
bookshelf, in a jewelled 
frame, is a photograph of 
two smiley young women, 
arms wrapped tightly 
round each other. The 
picture, of Suzanne and 
her much-loved younger 
sister, Helen, tells a story: 
it’s the story of Suzanne’s 
tragic past - and her hard- 
won battle back to 
happiness. 

The girls had a troubled 
childhood: at 12, Suzanne 
succumbed to severe 
depression; by the age of 
20, Helen’s body was 
already heavily scarred 
from self-harm.

happier future. But then, 
on a night out with friends, 
Helen was attacked on the 
streets of Sheffield: aged 
just 23, she was stabbed to 
death by a total stranger. 
Her killer, 20-year-old 
Louise Giles, hit headlines 
for smuggling love notes to 
Soham murderer Ian 
Huntley in prison; jailed 
for life, she later 
committed suicide, 
hanging herself in HMP 
Durham. 

“I look back on it all 
now, six years on, and 
think ‘How on earth did I 
get through that?’,” admits 
Suzanne. “Despite her 
problems, Helen was a 
free-spirit, the life and soul 
of the party. 

“She was the friendliest 
person you could wish to 
meet, she’d speak to 
anybody; it didn’t matter 
whether you were the 
Prime Minister or a 
cleaner, she’d treat 
everyone the same. 

“A few months ago, I was 
feeling very low. It took me 
a while to realise it, but 
what I was feeling was 
grief: I was grieving for the 
little sister I’d lost.” 

Suzanne says Helen’s 
troubles, and her own, 


date right back to early 
childhood. “Looking back, 

I can see that I became 
totally and utterly 
depressed,” she explains. 

“I couldn’t stop crying, I 
was convinced all my 
friends had fallen out with 
me, I didn’t eat, I didn’t 
want to get out of bed. I 
was 12 ... 

“My saviour was a 
school teacher who got me 
an interview for an art and 
design course at college. I 
don’t know how I would 
have ended up otherwise.” 
A talented artist, Suzanne, 
who grew up in South 
Yorkshire, went on to do a 
degree at Huddersfield 
uni. 

It was while at university 
that Suzanne met James, 
now her husband. She 
went on to work as a textile 
designer - her dream job. 
Everything seemed to be 
falling into place. When 
Suzanne was heavily 
pregnant with their eldest 
son, Harry, now 9, James’ 
career brought the couple 
south to Cambridge. 

Harry’s birth was both 
long and traumatic. When 
he finally arrived, after two 
days of labour, he was 
diagnosed with a 


dangerous infection and 
instantly whisked away for 
treatment. 

“I didn’t get to see him; 
consequently I didn’t bond 
with him at all. I didn’t feel 
like he was mine,” 
recounts Suzanne. “When 
I think back to that time it 
makes me feel really, really 
sad. 

“I developed very bad 
post-natal depression. The 
overwhelming sensation 
was of complete 
loneliness: I could have 
been in a room full of J00 
people who loved me and 
still felt the loneliest 
person in the world.” 

Seeking treatment, 
Suzanne says it took her 
the best part of two years 
to recover. In the midst of 
her illness, around Harry’s 
first birthday, she went 
home to Sheffield to see 
her family. While she was 
there, Suzanne heard 
Helen crying in her room, 
went to comfort her - and 
caught her self-harming. 

Helen’s arms and torso 
were livid with scars, 
which showed she’d been 
cutting herself for some 
time, so Suzanne took her 
sister, who she believes 
was bipolar, to the doctor.

two sisters together. 

“They wouldn’t give her 
anti-depressants because 
she’d had them many 
times before and failed to 
take them regularly And 
they didn’t want to refer 
her to a psychologist 
because, being so young, 
they didn’t want her to 
have a history of mental 
illness on her records; 
they said it might affect 
her in the future.” 

Suzanne says Helen 
kept her distress well 
hidden from the rest of 
the world. “She’d got 
herself into masses of 
debt, about £15,000, 
which is a lot for someone 
who lived at home, had a 
job and had no 
overheads,” she 
continues. “Helen just 
couldn’t keep control of 
her life. But she was 
hugely sociable, loved her 
friends, loved her football. 
She worked at a football 
centre, actually; she was 
out with some of her 
colleagues the night she 
died.” 

After recovering from 
post-natal depression, 
Suzanne admits it was a 
big decision to try for 
another baby. But, keen to 
give Harry a little brother 
or sister, she and James 
went ahead. “When Helen 
died I was 36 weeks 
pregnant with Archie; she 
was buried on a Friday 
and he was born the 
Sunday after,” adds 
Suzanne. “In a way, having 
him really helped me 
cope: when you have a 
new baby, it’s all- 
consuming. But that also 
meant I didn’t really 
grieve.” 

Suzanne has pieced 
together the events of 
Helen’s last night. Out on 
the town with 
friends, she was 
apparently caught 
up in an argument 
in a nightclub. 

Asked to leave by 
staff, a whole group 
of girls piled out 
onto the pavement. 

By sheer chance, 

Louise Giles was 
walking by; armed 
with a knife, hidden 
in her handbag, she 
randomly turned on 
Helen. 

“Louise Giles had 
threatened to stab her 
boyfriend earlier that 
evening,” recounts 


Suzanne. “Helen was 
basically in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 
Louise got her on the 
ground and stabbed her 
seven times; Helen was 
pleading for her life -1 
only learned that at the 
trial. She was calling out 
‘Somebody help me’. 

“I think that was the 
hardest part of the trial, 
hearing that she’d begged 
for her life. That and 
seeing the knife in a little 
plastic box.” 

On that night, in the 
July of 2004, Suzanne’s 
parents happened to be 
visiting her in Cambridge. 
“I took the call at Jam to 
say she’d been stabbed, 
then the call to say she’d 
died,” recounts Suzanne, 
“so I had to tell my 
parents. My dad went 
white and started 
screaming; my mum was 
quite quiet, went outside 
for a cigarette... 

“I was the one who 
identified Helen. And then 
I went to see her in the 
chapel of rest, to say 
goodbye. That’s when I 
realised she really had 
gone, that what I was 
looking at was just her 
body, and Helen was 
somewhere else.” 

Suzanne says she chose 
to talk about her 
experiences for several 
reasons. “Because I live in 
Cambridge, where 
nobody knew Helen, she’s 
never spoken about; not 
talking about her and the 
way she died makes it feel 
like a nasty secret, to be 
honest, which is a horrible 
thing,” she explains. “So I 
wanted to talk about her. 
And I also wanted to raise 
the issue of knife crime: 
when you 


take a knife out with you, 
you take away your 
choices; if you get into a 
fight you’re not just going 
to hit someone, you’re 
going to reach for your 
weapon and cause them 
serious harm.” 

Suzanne says she 
developed mixed feelings 
about her sister’s killer. 
Louise Giles pleaded 
diminished responsibility; 
she had a history of 
mental illness and 
claimed to be suffering a 
schizophrenic attack 
when she stabbed Helen - 
an argument dismissed by 
the court. 

But evidence also 
showed that Louise had 
pleaded to be admitted to 
hospital prior to the 
murder; in fact, she’d held 
a pair of social workers at 
knife-point because they 
refused to hospitalise her. 
“The way I see it, the 
system failed her,” adds 
Suzanne. 

Bonding instantly with 
both Archie, 5, and little 
Esme, Suzanne says post¬ 
natal depression is a 
distant memory. But, after 
Esme’s birth, she says her 
mood again started to 
spiral; after receiving 
‘amazing’ counselling - 
she realised she was 
suffering from belated 
grief. 

Prescribed Cognitive 
Behavioural Therapy, 
Suzanne has used a 
programme of practical 
techniques to tackle her 
dark moods. She says 
society still treats mental 
illness as a taboo - an 
attitude she is keen to see 
change. “The worst thing 
you can do if you’re feeling 
depressed is to keep it to 
yourself,” she adds. “There 
is a lot of support out 
there - you just have to 
find it.” 

Now looking to the 
future (she’s back at work 
and feeling creative again, 
making her own line of 
textiles for sale, from 
knitted berets to 
crocheted corsages), 
Suzanne says she’s 
feeling positive. 

“I am proof that, no 
matter what life throws 
at you, you can get 
through it,” she adds. 
“You have to be brave 
and I’m not saying it’s 
easy - but you can get 
there.”

Doorstep fraudster tried 
to trick OAPs into repairs 


A DOORSTEP caller was 
caught after trying to 
convince pensioners to 
pay for unnecessary 
gutter repairs. 

Wayne Buckley, 38, of 
Sandy Park, Skeltons Drove, 
Beck Row, was arrested after a 
couple he called on in Market 
Harborough, Leicestershire, 
called the police. 

Buckley was convicted of 
fraud by false representation 
after a trial at Market 
Harborough magistrates’ 


court and was given a 
conditional discharge for two 
years. He was also ordered to 
pay £500 prosecution costs. 

The court heard Buckley 
told an 87-year-old woman 
that her gutter was blocked 
and overflowing when he 
called at her home in April. 

He said it would be £20 to 
repair, but he then said a 
colleague would call later to 
fix it. 

The woman and her 
husband became suspicious 
when he appeared to be 
looking past them into their 


home. They told police they 
felt he would have come into 
their house if they had not 
been standing in his way. 

Officers found Buckley’s 
vehicle in the area and 
arrested him. The woman 
later identified him and gave 
evidence at court. 

Det Con Steve Winn, of 
Harborough local policing 
unit, said: “This was a nasty 
offence. He was targeting the 
elderly and came to a part of 
the town where there are a lot 
of elderly residents. 

“This should send out a 


message to criminals from 
other areas that if they come 
to Harborough, we will take 
whatever steps we can to 
pursue and prosecute 
offenders. 

“While he was on bail 
Buckley was banned from 
Leicestershire, and we hope 
he doesn’t return. 

“The conviction will stay 
with him whenever checks 
are made on him, and that 
will help police monitor and 
manage him.”

THEA-TEAM (12A, 118 mins)

IT has been more than 25 years 
since George Peppard chewed on a 
cigar and uttered the immortal line, 
“I love it when a plan comes 
together!” 

Joe Carnahan’s big screen 
revamp of The A-Team doesn’t 
quite come together, lacking the 
low-rent charm of the original. 

Indeed, nothing is impossible in 
this all-guns-blazing adventure for 
Colonel John ’Hannibal’ Smith 
(Neeson), Lieutenant Templeton 
’Face’ Peck (Cooper), Captain 
’Howlin’ Mad’ Murdoch (Copley) 
and Sergeant Bosco ‘B.A.’ Baracus 
(Jackson). 

Framed for the murder of their 
good friend, General Morrison 
(McRaney), the enterprising 
soldiers break out of military prison 
and hijack a plane, which is 
subsequently shot down by military 
gunships. 

The quick-thinking quartet leaps 
into a tank - handily parked in the 
hold-just before the plane 


explodes. They then parachute to 
terra firma at breakneck speed, 
shooting down the gunships by 
using the tank’s weapons systems. 

Jessica Biel’s plucky heroine, 
newly demoted army Lt Charissa 
Sosa, isn’t kidding when she 
observes, “They are the best... 
and they specialise in the 
ridiculous.” 

She gives chase along with 
tenacious CIA agent Lynch 
(Wilson) and his underlings. 

The A-Team is preposterous, 
asking us to believe that each 
member of the squad possesses 
split-second timing to rescue their 
buddies from almost certain death. 

Villains help the cause by 
delaying executions until the last 
second, as if they are expecting 


their plans to be thwarted. 

And sure enough, they are. The 
film reaches a crescendo with an 
overblown final showdown at the 
docks aboard a ship laden with 
cargo containers. 

Neeson is miscast in a role that 
demands far more charisma as the 
master tactician who vows, “I’d 
rather face a firing squad than 
betray you guys.” 

Thankfully, Cooper is a perfect fit 
for an incorrigible ladies man, 
merrily flaunting his washboard 
abs to pique the interest of wives 
and girlfriends in the audience. 

Copley is often unintelligible as 
“a functioning lunatic”, who paints 
his face blue and pretends to be 
Braveheart, riding a hobbyhorse 
into battle against the English.

Prune wisteria before it 
runs riot over your home 


T HERE are few 
sights more 
breathtaking than 
a mature wisteria in full 
bloom in late spring and 
early summer, its 
gorgeous trails of 
flowers in shades of 
blue, mauve, pink or 
white adorning house 
walls or cascading over 
pergolas and arches. 

Yet so many gardeners 
struggle to get this gorgeous 
climber to flower year after 
year. 

So often its refusal to bloom 
again is down to inadequate 
pruning. There’s still just time 
to give it a prune this year to 
stop it running riot and give 
yourself a better chance that it 
will come back stronger than 
ever in years to come. 

You have to be patient 
when planting a wisteria, as it 
may not flower for three or 
four years after planting, 
provided it is planted in soil 
enriched with large amounts 
of organic matter, is watered

religiously while establishing 
and is placed in a sunny, 
sheltered position - a wisteria 
left in the shade will not 
flower. 

If you leave wisteria plants 
to their own devices they can 
run riot, growing into huge 
plants which don’t produce a 
single flower and only 
succeed in ripping your 
drainpipes down and 
blocking the light from your 
house. 

Pruning should be done in 
two stages - in summer, after 
flowering ends, and again in 
winter. If you have trained a 
line of main stems out along 
horizontal wires, by the third 
year there should be a 


framework of branches. 

Stop the plant running 
amok by cutting the long 
tendrils and side shoots to 
20cm (8in), or to six buds 
from the main branches. This 
will encourage it to build up 
plenty of short spurs, so 
creating fewer leaves and 
more flowers. At the same 
time, cut the main stems back 
to restrict the amount of 
space they take up. 

In winter new growth will 
have sprung up which will 
need keeping in check. 

Cut back the same laterals 
and side shoots to within two 
or three buds of the main 
branches. Always cut 2.5cm 
(lin) above a bud. 

Old neglected plants may 
be pruned hard and will grow, 
with new shoots appearing 
from the base of the plant, but 
it’s likely to be a few years 
before they’ll flower again. 

If you haven’t too much 
space, wisteria plants can be 
grown as standards, 
effectively into small 
flowering trees, with spirally 
stems and masses of flowers. 


Choose your wisteria 
carefully. The popular variety, 
W. sinensi, is a rampant 
grower with flowers 23cm 
(9in) long, but which can get 
out of hand (it can grow to 
18m (60ft) tall) and is not a 
good choice for a house wall 
as it frequently gets into 
gutters and under roofs. 

Go for a less invasive W. 
floribunda, Japanese wisteria, 
which grows to around 4m 
(13ft). The variety 'Alba’ has 
white flowers with a lilac tint, 
or 'Multijuga’ produces 
fragrant, lilac flowers on 
slender racemes. 

Pruning a big wisteria may 
seem like a thankless task at 
first, but once you’ve dusted 
off the step ladder and got out 
your secateurs, it may not 
take as long as you think. And 
the wealth of flowers you’ll 
enjoy next year will be well 
worth the effort.

Dahlia 

They are the old faithfuls of

colour. Dahlias come in all 
shapes, sizes and colours - 
you can get dinner plate-sized 
flowers which can look great 
cut and placed singly and flat 
into a shallow bowl of water, 
or much smaller pom-poms, 
and everything in-between. 

They grow from tubers and 
aren’t totally hardy, so most 
gardeners lift and store them 


for the winter. 

You’ll also need to protect 
young plants from slugs and 
snails, which will polish them 
off quickly if they’re allowed. 

Dahlias need rich, moist 
soil and a sunny spot to 
flower, preferably where they 
don’t have to compete with 
other bedding plants for root 
space.

THE East of England is closer to 
becoming a haven for electric vehicle 
owners after being given the green 
light to apply for funding to install 
around 600 charging points across 
the region. 

As part of the government’s “Plugged in 
Places” initiative, a consortium of more 
than 50 businesses and local authorities 
from across the East of England this week 
heard that its proposed £5.4 million 
infrastructure project, ‘EValu8’, had been 
shortlisted by the government’s Office of 
Low Emission Vehicles (Olev). 

Industry leaders and representatives 
from local government got together at a 
summit on Thursday to discuss the next 
steps for this ground-breaking project, 
with the aim of submitting a full business 
case to the government by the end of 
October. 

The eight key clusters of Bedford, 
Cambridge, Ipswich, Norwich, 
Peterborough, Luton and Hertfordshire, 
and Thames Gateway South Essex, 
together with London Stansted Airport, 
have all been earmarked as prime 
locations for plug-in points, supported by a 
wider charging network.

Midday set Kentucky target 


HENRY Cecil nominated the 
Yorkshire Oaks as Midday’s 
next assignment after the 
classy filly nailed back-to- 
back renewals of the Blue 
Square Nassau Stakes. 

The 15-8 favourite’s 
thrilling victory over French 
raider Stacelita on Saturday 
was Cecil’s seventh triumph 
in the Group One contest at 
Glorious Goodwood. 

She is now likely to head to 
York later this month, before 
being campaigned for the 
Breeders’ Cup Filly & Mare 
Turf - a race she brilliantly 
won last year - in Kentucky. 

With Barshiba only 
providing a moderate gallop 
in front, the mile-and-a- 
quarter Nassau turned into a 
dash for the line. 

Midday took three lengths 
out of the field over two 
furlongs out, only to find last 
year’s French Oaks winner 
Stacelita gunning her down. 

The pair came together 
briefly, resulting in Tom 
Queally incurring a two-day 
suspension (August 14-15) 
for careless riding, but his 
mount was spurred on by 
Stacelita’s presence and 
quickened like a sprinter to 
brush her aside by a length 
and a quarter. 

Cecil said: “She got jarred 
up at York last time and took

on ace’s list 

a long time to get over it. I 
have to be careful with her, 
but so long as the ground is 
not quick she will hopefully 
run in the Yorkshire Oaks 
next. 

“Hopefully, she will have a 
good end-of-year campaign 
and the Breeders’ Cup is in 
the mix.” 

Brilliant King George VI 
And Queen Elizabeth Stakes 
winner Harbinger is also 
poised for the York meeting, 
with a drop back in trip for 
the fuddmonte International 
likely. The Sir Michael Stoute- 
trained colt is officially rated 
the best in the world after his 
11-length demolition of Cape 
Blanco at Ascot. 

And while the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe at Fongchamp 
in October remains the big 
objective for the Highclere 
Thoroughbred Racing- 
owned four-year-old, 
connections feel a run in the 
interim will be to his benefit. 

It is likely that Prince 
Khalid Abdullah will run 
Twice Over and Byword in 
the International, a race he 
sponsors.

Super Huff gets title push back on track 


ROB Huff rekindled his title dream with a 
brilliant lights-to-flag win in the World Touring 
Car Championship in Brno on Sunday. 

The Red Lodge-based driver went into the 
weekend 69 points behind championship 
leader and Chevrolet team-mate Yvan Mulle, 
knowing he needed a major points return to 
stay in contention for the crown. 

And he did not disappoint, converting his 
pole position into victory in the first race in the 
Czech Republic and following up with a solid 
fourth place to close the gap to 32 points. 

Huff controlled the rolling start in race one, 
holding off Gabriele Tarquini and Colin 
Turkington, before an accident down the field 
brought out the safety car on the first lap. 

But Huff was not fazed and stayed in front 
on the restart, and was never threatened as he 
clinched his first victory of the season ahead of 
Tarquini, with Huff’s team-mate Alain Menu 
third. 

“Finally, I am very happy,” said Huff. “It’s a 
great result for me and the team and is exactly 
what I needed at this point in the season. 

“I had a good fight with Tarquini before the 
safety car and then got a good restart. 

“I had to look after the tyres for the last three 
laps while also keeping a gap but we needed a 
lucky weekend after the punctures we’ve had. 

“It is great for everyone involved with the 
Chevrolet team - it’s been a cracker.” 

The second race was won by BMW’s Andy 
Priaulx, ahead of team-mate Turkington and 
Menu. Huff won a tussle with Augusto Farfus, 
the two drivers twice swapping places on the 
final lap, to take fourth place. 

Muller failed to score over the two races, 
while Tarquini, second in the standings, was 
out of the points in race two after retiring with 
an injector problem. 

It means that while Huff is still fourth in the 
standings on 167 points, he has made up 
ground on those above him. Muller still leads 
on 199 points, with Tarquini on 194 and 
Priaulx on 183. 

There are four rounds left, with the next in 
Oschersleben on September 5.
